But whatloketh heforin thẽ ? mai 
Sir this, vyhetliet Chriſt,the Waye, 
the truth, & thelife, ſpake euet any 
thing, vyhetin he hald diſagte t᷑tõ 
his own dedes:that wher he neuer 
ſought autoriti amõg men. e gage 
it nõtwyithſtandĩg to the biſhop of 
Rome, to vſe as his Vycar. This in 
dede is the ſum of th © (pro 
words(as it ispropoiided)blaſphez 
mous and wiked, hut yet it painteth 
out the mater, that Ihaae in hand. 
For vyher in al other maters, as the 
euangeliſt reporteth, Teſus began to 
do & to teach, that he did, & in this 
one onli mater, which we now treat 
of, it he taught anye whyt of that, 
whichthe b. of Rome claymeth at 
this day to hiſelf by Chiriſtes title, 
that is, to be aboue princes, bi Chri⸗ 
ſtes words:we muſt ne des confeſſe 
that Chriſt taught in wordes, that, 
dyherof he not onli che wed no ex⸗ 
ample in himſelt, but ſhewed clean 
cõtrari in al the hole courſe of hys 
life hefore. Let this therfot remain

Amõg Painters 
alſo, it ther were any intheſe daies, 
as conning as Appelles or Pitthaſius 
was; & wer called thetfote the head 
painter, Woulde we not ſay, that he 
had the ſupremaci among painters? 
yes doubtles. In yniuerſities again,
